APPEAL TO THE COURTS

Result Did Not Prove Surprise, 
Since There Was at No Stage 
of Proceedings Any Doubt as 

to the Result—Many Ladies 
Hear Debate From Floor of 
House. 


The house of representatives ves- 
terday affirmed the suspension of 
former. Railroad Commissioner McLen- 
don by the overwhelming vote of 129 
to 40. ‘ 

The suspension of Mr. McLendon 
now stands affirmed under the law. 
The next step in the case, it is un- 
derstood, will be his appeal to the 
courts to set aside the verdict of which 
the final legislative word has been 
written. : 

Tre result was a surprise to no- 
body. Though a number of eloquent 
speeches were made during the day, 
there was never any uncertainty in the 
minds of members as to the result. 
Even the 3 to 1 vote in favor of the 
Herdeman suspension resolution was 
not unexpected. 

Absence of Expectancy. 

There was a marked absence of the 
tense interest and eager expectancy 
that marked the taking of the final 
votes in the senate when the issue 
hung on a single vote. 

The hall of the house was crowd- 
ed with visitors during the after- 
noon. A number of ladies had seats 
on the floor, and the galleries were 
filled. 

Though the ‘previous question had 
been ordered for 4:30, it was fifteen 
minutes later when the reading clerk 
began calling the roll on the Hall im- 
peachment resolution. That was lost 
by a vote of 56 to 119. 

The aye and no roll call on the 
resolution of Mr. Anderson, of Chat- 
ham, providing for dividing the ques- 
tion into two parts and designed to 
reinstate Mr. McLendon, showed 47 
for and 121 against. 

It was after 6.o’clock when the roll 
was called on the Hardeman resolu- 
tion. which was the main question of 
the day. It simply provided that Mr. 
McLendon be suspended from office.

Failing to Get Sum Eby Threat- 
ened to Destroy Great Penn- 
‘sylvania System,

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EFFORT 10 BLACKMAIL 
BY A VIRGINIA MAYOR 


Mayor Eby Tries to Secure 
$45,000 From President Mc- 
Crea by Threatening to Use 
Dynamite on the Pennsyl- 
vania Road Unless the Sum 
Was Forthcoming. 


Philadelphia, August 5.— This is a 
declaration of war. My life is openly 
staked on the result, for I am pre- 
pared to meet you at any time and 
place you may name. The weapons I 
shall use are dynamite and other high 
explosives.” 

Thus wrote Abram C. Eby, mayor 
and referee in bankruptcy of Burke- 
ville, Va., to the President of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, Philadelphia,“ 
on July 23, naming $45,000 as the ran- 
som for the safety of the ratiroad, its 
steamships and the traveling public, 
and otherwise threatening the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. 

Carefully Laid Plot. 

Following a carefully laid plot of the 
federal postal detectives, Eby was ar- 
rested in this city today, while in the 
company of Oswald J. DeRousse, chief 
clerk to President McCrea, who acted 
for the latter in inveigling Mayor Eby 
to this city. He was given a hearing 
before Uniteg States Commissioner 
Craig, and held in $10,000 bail for Sep- 
tember term of court. 

At the hearing, William L. Caivert, 
postoffice inspector of Richmond, Va., 
furnished evidence showing that Eby 
mailed threatening letters on the Rich- 
mond and Charlotte railroad postoffice. 

All through the hearing, Eby sat un- 


moved, and raid simply that he could 


hot furnish bail. 

In his letter, Bby said he Would‘ meet 
no one except the president or some 
high official. of the road. He desig- 
nated that the sign of a secret order 
be used in the insertion of a Por- 
sonal, as an answer in The Richmond 
Times-Dispatch. 

How Eby Was Caught. 

A “personal” was inserted by post- 
office detectives, and Eby’s demand of 
3150 and transportation to Phila- 
delphia was acceded to through Mr. 
DeRousse. Eby reached here last night 
and wrote to Mr. DeRousse, making 
an appointment to meet him at noon 
today. About 1:30 o’clock the men met. 
ang Mr. DeRousse took Eby to the 
Third National bank, where he secured 
a certified check for $30,000 and $500 


in cash. 
These he offered Eby, but the latter 
refused, saying: “Keep them for a 


while.” 
Chief Postal Inspector Calvert then 


made the arrest. 

Inspector Calvert said: 

“Mr. Eby is not crazy. He has long 
entertained a spite against the Penn- 
Sylvania railroad. His father held 
stock in a branch road in Virginia, and 
Mr. Eby believes that by the reorgan- 
ization of the road throygh the Read- 
ing and Pennsylvania influences, his 
father lost some $200,000.”

BADLY STABBED 


CounciJman Chosewood 
Put Under Arrest.

As Result of Struggle at White 
City Chosewood Hes Broken

In a desperate struggle at White 
City last night, the details of which 
are shrouded in mystery, Charles L. 
Chose wood, proprietor of the amuse- 
ment park and councilman from the 
Third ward, was struck down and re- 
ceived a fractured nose, and Rufus 
Wilson, aged 23 years, of 687 Wood- 
ward avenue, was stabbed in the side. 
Wilson's injuries may prove fatal. 

Mr. Chosewood was arrested on a 
charge of disorderly conduct and car- 
ried to the station house, where he 
was released early this morning on 
making bail. Wilson is at Grady hos- 
pital. 

A Warrant was sworn out before 
Justice of the Pe&ce S. H. Landrum by 
N. D. Montgomery, of Battle Hill, who 
claims to be an éye-witness, charging 
Mr. Chosewood with assault with in- 
tent to murder. Montgomery declares 
that he saw Mr. Chosewood cut Wil- 
son with the knife.

The close of the extra session of con- 
grese, with final disposition of the 
tariff bill, marks one of the most im- 
portant legislative epochs in the his- 
tory of the country. Few economic 
measures that have been before tne 
congress have held the attention of the 
public more closely or for a longer pe- 
rid than the revision of the Dingley 
tariff. Tariff was the keynote of the 
campaign last fall, and “revision down- 
ward” early became a slogan of both 
parties. Mr. Taft announced that to 
carry out the pledge of. his party in 
this regard he would call a special ses- 
sion of congress as soon ag his admin-

ne 
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istzation was inaugurated. When the 
ways and means committee of the 
house met to consider the proposed 
new schedules, representatives of near- 
ly all the manufacturing interests in 
the country went before that body with 
recommendations as to various duty 
schedules. Following the action of the 
ways and means committee, came the 
sessions of the finance committee of the 
senate, and still later the long debate 
in the senate, in which there were in- 
numerable clashes between the ardent 
tariff reductionists of both parties and 
the high protectionists, led by Senator 
Aldrich. Technically the measure is

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known as the Payne bill, bearing the 
name of Representative Sereno E. 
Payne, of New York, chairman of the 
ways and means committee. When fhe 
bill finally went to the joint confer- 
ence committee, President Taft began 
active work for a general lowering of 
schedules, and made his memorable 
stand for free raw materials. The pres- 
ident received thousands of letters in- 
dorsing his course and urging decisive 
reform in the whole list of tariff sched- 
ules.

TAFT KNOCKS TARIFF BILL 
ALTHOUGH HE MADE IT LAW 


Washington, August 5.— President 
Taft tonight gave out a statement em- 


}bodying his views of the new tariff 


act, which he designates officially as 
the Payne bill,” in accordance with 
past custom of giving first recognition 
to the framer of the measure in the 
house of representatives. 

The president declares that, while 
the bill is not perfect by any means, 
nor a “complete compliance with 
promises made, strictly interpreted,” 
it is nevertheless a sincere effort on 
the part of the party to make a down- 
ward revision, and to comply with the 


promises of the platform. 
Why Taft Signed Bill. 

The statement in full follows: 

have signeq the Payne tariff bill 
because I believe it to be the result of 
a sincere effort on the part of the re- 
publican party to make a downward 
revigion, and to comply with the prom- 
ises of the platform ag they have gen- 
erally understood, and as I interpreted 
them in the campaign before election. 

“The bill ig not a perfect tariff bill, 
nor a complete compliance with the 
promises made, strictly interpreted, but 
a fulfilment free from criticism in re- 
spect td a subject. matter involving 
many schedules... and. thousands of 
articles could not be expected. It 
suffices to say that, except with re- 
gard to whisky, Uquors and wines, ang 
in regard to silks and as to some high- 
classes of. cottons—aeall of whith may 
be treated as luxuries and proper sub- 
jects: of a revenue tariff—thete have 
been very few itncr@ases in rates. 

“There have been a great number of 
rea] decreases in rates, and they con- 
stitute @ sufficient amount to justify 
the statement that this. sill is a sub- 
stantial downward revision, and a re- 
duction of excessive rates. 

Not a Free Trade Bill, 

This ig not a free trade bill. It was 
not intended to be. The republican 
party did, not promise og make a free 
trade b pill. 
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of production abroad and here, making 
allowance for the greater normal profit 
on active investments here. I believe 
that, while this excesg has not been 
reduced in a number of cases, in a 
great majority the rates are such as 
are necessary to protect American in- 
dustries, but the low enough in case 
of abnormal increase of demand, and 
raising ot prices to permit the possi- 
bifity of the importation of the foreign 
article, and thus to prevent excessive 
prices.

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Washington, August 5.—The tariff 
has been revised and the extraordinary 
session of congress has been brought 
to a close. Both houses adjourned 
sine die officially at 6 o'clock tonight. 
The actual adjournment was taken in 
the house at 5:38 p. m., and in the 
senate at 5:58 pm. 

The closing hours of the session 
were attended by scenes of a most un- 
interesting character. The revision 
hag been according to the desires of 
some and with the hearty disapproval 
of others, and the last two days had 
been consumed by members of the sen- 
ate in expressing their satsTfaction or 
dissatisfaction. 

The conference report on the Dill 
was agreed to by the senate by a vote 
of 47 to 31.

Just as the hands of the gold clock 
in the president’s room reached 5 min- 
utes past 5, the Payne tariff bill as 
the measure will be known, was laid 
before the president. He picked up a 
pen supplied by Chairman Payne, of 
the house ways and means committee, 
and which was used by both the vice 
president and the speaker in signing 
the bill, and attached his signature. 

After writing “William H. Taft,” the 
president added, “Signed five minutes 
after 6 o'clock, August 5, 1909— 
. 

Bending over the president as he 
affixeg his signature were Secretary 
Knox, Secretary MacVeigh, Attorney 
General Wickersham, Postmaster 
General Hitchcock, Secretary Nagel 
and Secretary Wilson. 

Mr. Payne stood with hand extended 
awaiting to receive the pen with which 
the bill was signed. He took it with 
a picture of boyish glee overspread- 
ing his face. Another pen was handed 
to the president and he wrote the 
word “Approved,” and handed the ven 
to Representative Langley, of Ken- 
tucky. 

A number of interesting incidents 
occurred in the president's room pend- 
ing the signing of the tariff bill. The 
president had something of a per- 
sonal nature to say to each senator, 
and good nature appeared to be over- 
flowing. 

Taft “Joshes” Florida Senator. 

Senator Taliaferro, of Florida, 
rather a plaintive tone, said: 

Mr. President, surely you are not 
going to sign the bill with that pine-

He Thinks Sutton Shot Him- 
self, but Is Not Positive A 
Lapse of Memory Is Pleaded 
by the Naval Officer Over 
an Interim of Two Years. 


Annapolis, Md., August 5.—For five 
hours today, Lieutenant Harold Utley, 
of the marine corps, was subjected to 
an exacting examination and crosa+ 
examination in regard to his connec- 
tion with the death of Lieutenant 
James N. Satton, of Oregon, which \is 
the subject of investigation before the 
naval board of inquiry at the Naval 
academy. 

The hearings were resumed today 
after an adjournment the early part of 


‘last week. pending the arrival of Lieu- 


tenant, Utley and Surgeon Frank C. 
Cook, who were aboard the United 
States cruiser North Carolina, whic 
reached Provincetown Tuesday. 

The new alignment in the proceed- 
ings, whereby five of Sutton’s brother 
officers who have already testified, and 
Lieutenant Utley, appeared in court as 
defendants, accused by Mrs. Sutton, the 
dead boy’s mother, and her daughier, 
Mrs. Parker. of causing Lieutenant 
Sutton’s death, had no effect in curbing 
the testimony of Lieutenant Utley. Ko- 
tifiea of his privileges as a defendant, 
by Major Leonard, the judge advocate, 
to refuse to answer any questions 
whiéh he thought tend to incriminate 
him, Lieutenant Utley waived the priv- 
llege and answered all questions put to 
him, 

Not Certain About Suicide. 

His story, in substance, was corrobo- 
rative of the testimony of the other 
officers who were present at the fight 
between Lieutenant Adams and Lieu- 
tenant Sutton in the early morning of 
October 13, 1907, when young Sutton 
was shot. While Utley said he was 
under the impression at the dme of the 


shooting that Sutton, in the heat of the 


struggle with him and other officers 
who were attempting to disarm Sutton, 
directed the shot agtinst himself, he 
was not nearly as positive about the 
suicide theory as the preceding wit- 
nesses. 

In answer to Major Leonard’s ques- 
tions, the witness said he would con- 
sider a man to have committed suicide 
if he was attempting to shoot some 
one else and had shet himself by mis- 
take. And later, under cross-examina- 
tion by Lawyer Henry E. Davis, coun- 
sel for the Suttons, he admitted that 
he was reaching for Sutton’s hand to 
disarm him when the latter freed nis 
arm from beneath his chest, and the 
revolver flashed. 

To Remove Suicide Stigma. 

“Our object at this inquiry is to re- 
move the stigma of suicide from Lieu- 
tenant Sutton’s name, and not to point 
the finger of suspicion toward any one 
of these defendants,” said Mr. vavis at 
the adjournment of court today, “and 
Lieutenant Utfey's testimony must’ be 
considered of great importance in tnat 
light.“

Sensational Session Held 
at Galveston. 


State President Neill Declares 
He Will Seek the Arrest of 
Every Cotton Speculator in 


Texas. : 


Galveston, Texas, August 5.—As a 
climax to a sensational debate during 
the session of the Farmers’ Union of 
Texas, meeting in annual convention, 
during which cotton exchanges and 
speculators were scored in vigorous 
terms, President Neill announced that 
he would seek the arrest of every cot- 
ton speculator in Texas. 

Further, Mr. Neill declared, next 
winter he would head an organized 
lobby in Washingtom where his sole 
object would be to cause the enact- 
ment of legislation which would cause 
the suspension of operations by the 
New Orleans and New York cotton ex- 
changes. 

“IT am,” Mr. Neill announced, “going 
to offer a reward of $200 for the arrest 
and conviction of every person found 
gambling in eotton in the state of 
Texas.“ 

The. campaign against the cotton 
speculator, he declared, would be fol- 
iowed up, both by him and the mem- 
bers of the union. 


To Fight Wheat Corner. 

Little Rock, Ark., August 5.—If a 
resolution passed by the Arkansas 
State Farmers’ union today becomes 
effective, there will be no further cor- 
ners in wheat so far as the farmers 
of this state are concerned.

Most Sweeping Measure 
Ever Introduced. 


i 


Provides Searching, Raiding 
and Confiscation of Property. 
All Corporations Must Agree 
Not to Violate the Law. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 5.—What 
is generally regarded as the most 
drastic prohibition law ever brought 
to the attention of any legislature 
was today introduced in the house by 
Representative Fuller. The new in- 
strument is all-sweeping: it provides 
for the searching, raiding and confisca- 
tion of property and makes contraband 
the storage of all liquors. All corpor- 
ations must agree, by its terms, not to 
violate the law in any measure. The 
bill was referred to the temperance 
committee. = 

The bill provides: 

That buildings shall not be let for 
the sale of intoxicants; that any right 
or lease is forfeited in case a tenant 
violates the laws; that liquor shall 
not be advertised in newspapers or on 
bill boards or by dodgers. The keep- 
ing of. liquors in any place but a resi- 
dence is prima facie evidence that they 
are kept for sale. Delivery to any 
public place is an evidence of sale. 

It shall be a misdemeanor for any 
railroad or boat man to be intoxicated 
while on duty. 

In oase of injury by any drunken 
man to another. damages can be had 
of the man who sold the liquor. Heavy 
fine for any who sell from behind 
screens or other obstruction; right to 
raid and break open any place thought 
to contain violators of the laws. 

Witnesses in Contempt. . 

Witnesses who refuse to testify are 
in contempt; judges shall charge and 
the grand juries must indict; servants 
may not bg excused from testifying 
against principals; storage of ‘liquors 
in public places a violation: prohibit 
soliciting for outside houses: pro- 
hibits shipping from one point to an- 
other; sheriff shall procure lists of

Situation Is. Very Serious 
Throughout Sweden. 


Stock of Bread Exhausted in 
Stockholm and Meat Supply 
Is Scarce---Strikers Living on 
Fish — Even the Grave ‘Dig- 
gers Have Struck. 


Stockholm, August §.—Stockholm to- 
day is suffering seriously from a short- 
age of food, which so far ig the tae 
notable result of the labor conflict that 
reached its acute stages the beginning 
of this week. The stock ot bread al- 
ready is almost exhausted, and meat 
ia scarce and expensive. The restau- 
rants: have raised their prices, and 
the figures today, are prohibitive ex- 
cept for persons possessed of ample 
means. 

The strikers themselves are living 
practically on fish. Thousands of them 
are camping out, some in tents. but 
many without shelter, on the shores of 
Lake Malar and the islands of the 
archipelago, where they spend their 
time in angling. The authorities have 
taken charge of the milk supply of the 
city, and soldiers are distributing milk 
in limited quantities and supervising 
the sale from milk cars at the railroad 
sta.uns. The deliveries of ice have 
ceased, This is especially trying. as 
the weather is unusually not. 

Paupers from the state poor houses 
have been enlisted to replace the 
striking grave diggers and undertak- 
ers, and, instead of hearses, stretchers 
are being used to carry corpses 
through the streets to the cemeteries, 

Funerals Under Guard, 

The funerals proceed under military 
escort. The employees of the gas works 
and the electric light plants have gone 
out on strike, and as a result military 
guards have been placed over the 
establishments. 

The authorities contend that this 
protection is necessary, and assert that 
last night they frustrated an attempt 
to blow up the gas works with dyna- 
mite. A gunboat has been stationed 
opposite the gas works. and no boats 
are allowed to pass between it and 
the shore. 

A battalion of grenadiers from 
Linkoping and a detachment of 250 
men from the Vestergotland regiment 
have been ordered into Stockholm. 

At Gothenburg work at all the 
Slaughter. houses has come to an end, 
and the general strike committee has 
cailed upon the railroad men and the 
printers to join the movement. 

The ranks of the strikers are being 
augmented every hour, and, according 
to the leaders of the movement, their 
total now reaches 300,000, about one- 
twentieth of the population of the 
country.

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ATLANTA’S SELF-LIBELUUS VITAL STATISTICS. 


Speaking blithely of the “Atlanta spirit” and of the greatness and prom- 
ise of Atlanta, and libelling the city by our farcical system of vital statistics 
in the same breath, seems hardly compatible with the temper of the people 
of this municipality. 


when it comes to placing in the black and white of the official record the 
births and deaths oceurring in our corporate limits. 

For instance, for the period in 1908 corresponding to the elapsed portion 
of the current year, the public registration of births was shown as 1,464. 

For the corresponding period of 1909 the birth rate is represented as 
1,416, a discrepancy of 48. 

Yet in the past twelve months, even in the past six months, the popula- 
tion of Atlanta has grown by several thousands. 

The records of births made public, therefore, comprise a burlesque on the 
actual situation. Instead of constituting a record of the increase of popula- 
tion from this source, Atlanta's system of vital statistics stands for a whole- 
sale and perpetual misrepresentation. 

There is a law requiring that data concerning every birth within the 
city limits be registered with the board of health within a reasonable time 
of its occurrence. 

It is possible that one physician in three or four observes the regula- 
tion consistently. 

The others make returns when they think about it, or not at all. 

No such haphazard method prevails with regard to the recording of 
deaths. We scrupulously chronicle the decrease in our population. The 
law that requires a certificate of death and its cause before the issuance 
of a burial permit, assures that this detail will be atterded to. 

As a result, day after day the columns devoted to necrology radically 
exceed the columns devoted to offsetting births. 

In nine out of ten instances, the reverse is the case, and should be thus 
recorded. 

Until this slovenly and inexcusable practice is remedied, until the law 
requiring the registration of every birth is ENFORCED WITHOUT ois. 
CRIMINATION, we must be satisfied with going before the nation in the 
attitude of the municipality that deliberately libels itself.

Carolina are knocking at the door of the Georgia Fruit Exchange. 

Having witnessed the splendid efficency and profit of organization in 
marketing the 8 crop of this state, many of them have expressed an 
anxiety to have their 
management. 

It is to be hoped ‘mat the majority of the growers of melons and canta- 
loupes will come to this conclusjon prior to the ‘annual meeting of the peach 
exchange next month. 

Watermelons and cantaloupes from this state are in tremendous de- 
mand in eastern markets throughout the shipping season. A few Georgia 
planters have made money out of their cultivation and out-of-state sale, 
while a great many others, lacking market knowledge and marketing facil- 
ities, have found their output in these items, at best, an uncertain asset. 

The same conditions, on a larger scale, of course, prevailed with the 
peach industry before the effecting of organization. 

There is no reason why proper management should not Wade melons 
and cantaloupes worth several thousands of dollars more to Georrgia each 
year than they are now bringing. 

Organization and system will accomplish this end.

He has 
served only three years of his sentence, 
but has made a splendid prisoner and 
there have been discovered mitigating 
ciroumstances which have caused the 
vrison commission to look with favor 
upon his petition for clemency. He 
was only 18 years old when tried and 
was placed on trial three days after 
the alleged murder. He claimed he 
was drunk and acted in self-defense. 

Three other favorable mmenda- 
tions will be approved by the governor. 
One is that of Richard Allen, sent up 
for burglary from Fulten county for 
twelve months. He is now an invalid 
and his time lacks only a short while 
of being out. 

Sherman Brewer, of Fulton county, 
sent up for eleven years for the same 
offense, was promised by the presid- 
ing judge that if he made a model 
prisoner he would ask for two years 
off. He has made a model prisoner. 
Norman Jackson, sent up from Chat- 
ham county for voluntary manslaugh- 
ter for twenty years, is also favorably 
recommended.

Mr. Benton, it is re- 
called, was the first special agent ap- 
pointed abroad by the department of 
commerce and labor, to investigate the 
European markets for cotton seed 
products. His reports, published by 
the government, have been of great 
value to this great southern industry. 


No Umpire Needed. 

The value of the franchise for the 
Savannah Lighting Company at Sa- 
vannah has been fixed by the board of 
arbitrators at $50,000. When the re- 
turns were made the franchise was 
valued by the corporation at $3,000. 
The comptroller general rejected this 
figure and assessed it at $100,000. Ar- 
bitration was called for and Commis- 
sioner Murphy Candler was named by 
the state and F. G. Bell, of Savannah. 
by the corporation. Without calling in 
an umpire, they agreed upon a valua- 
tion of $50,000, which was accepted by 
the comptroller. No protest was filed 
because it is stated the company is 
dlaced within certain restrictions for 
doing business there. 


To Appeal Case. 

The case of the Greenville Cotton Oi! 
Manufacturing Company of Greenville, 
Ga., versus the Central, the Southern, 
the Atlanta and West Point, the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroads for 
an alleged discrimination on the mat- 
ter of hauling coal from Alabama and 
Tennessee mines to Greenville, Ga., is 
to be referred to the interstate com- 
merce commission by the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia. This company will 
ask Greenville to be placed on an 
equal footing with Palmetto, Hogans- 
ville and Fairburn and other towns 
similarly situated. 


Resolution Reaches Governor. 

The resolution passed by the state 
senate directing the removal from of- 
fice of Chairman S. G. McLendon, of 
the railroad commission, reached Gov- 
ernor Brown yesterday. 

Under the law the governor is not 
required to pass upon this resolution. 
it is stated, and he will neither ap- 
prove nor disapprove it. 

The law simply provides that the ef- 
fect of a majority vote of both houses 
shall be removal, and whatever the 
governor might say one-way or an- 
other would not affect it.

Requisitions Held Up. 

A number of requisitions on the state 
treasury for money appropriated to va- 
rious state institutions, including the 
state university and some of its 
branches, the state tuberculosis sanita- 
rium and others, have been held up 
temporarily by the governor on account 
of the shortage of funds in the state 
treasury available for general purposes. 

Following the final enactment of the 
bill to turn the near beer tax into the 
general fund, which has already passed 
the houge, there will be plenty of 
money to meet all these claims, and 
they will be promptly paid. 


Pardon Is Granted, 

Governor Brown, on recommendation 
of the prison commission, yesterday 
granted a pardon to James Reid, 
young white man of Hall county, who 
has been under a life sentence since 
1907 for murder. There were more than 
1,600 names on the petition asking for 
Reid’s pardon, and it was stated that 
he was convicted at a time of great 
excitement and wag probably being un- 
justly punished.

PROTEST 8 FILED 
TO SENATE ACTION 


Reason for Callaway's Vote 
Finally Gets Into Sen- 
ate Journal. 


Signed by seventeen of the senators 
who voted against the removal from 
office of Chairman 8. G. McLendon, 
of the railroad commission. a protest 
against the action of the majority of 
the senate both in removing the com- 
missioner and in refusing to record 
on the journal the fact that Senator 
R. D. Callaway, of the twenty-ninth, 
voted for removal upon the Athens 
bond deal and not upon the charges 
preferred by former Governor Hoke 
Smith, was yesterday recorded on the 
journal of the senate. in accordance 
with a privilege permitted under the 
rules of that body. 

The protest declared that Chairman 
McLendon’s trial was illegal and un- 
constitutional, and that he could only 
have been legally tried by impeach- 
ment; that the removal was a legisla- 
tive act and in the nature of a bill of 
attainder which was in vioalation of 
the constitution of the United States 
and of the state; that the law under 
which Chairman McLendon was sus- 
pended is unconstitutional in that it 
provides for no notice and gives no 
opportunity for hearing: that Senator 
Callaway, of the twenty-ninth, had 
voted for removal on the Athens bond 
deal and not upon Governor Smith's 
charges, and therefore the governor's 
charges, receiving only 22 votes, or one 
less than a majority were not sustain- 
ed: that the senate had unfustly re- 
fused to let the bare fact of the reason 
for Senator Callaway’s vote go into the 
journal. 

The protest further held that while 
the legislature could abolish the office, 
it had no authority under the consti- 
tution to abolish the commissioner who 
had done nothing to justify removal. 

Dangerous Assumption of Power. 

The making of rates. the protest 
stated. is a legislative act. and the 
constitution declares that the func- 
tions of the legislative executive and 
judicial departments shall forever re- 
main separate and distinct. The sus- 
pension of the commissioner, therefore, 
because of his vote and attitude in the 
matter of rates, was a violation of the 
constitution by the executive and con- 
stituted a dangerous assumption of 
power. 

In conclusion. the protest declared 
the action of the senate was violative 
of law and of the constitutions of 
Georgia and the United States, in that 
it constituted the enactment of a bill 
ot attainder and was legally null and 
void. 

Senators Jackson and Harrell both 

made the point of order that the pro- 
test was argumentative and did not 
therefore come under the provisions 
of rule No. 20, which permits only that 
senators may state the “grounds” of 
protest. They did not, however, strong- 
ly press their objections, and it was 
finally ordered by President Slaton to 
be recorded in the journal. 
- The senators opposing removal of 
Mr. McLendon have thus finally suc- 
seeded in getting into the journal the 
fact that Senator Callaway did not 
consider the governor’s charges sus- 
tained and voted for removal solely 
upon the Athens bond deal.

RAILROAD BILL

Straightening and Double- 
Tracking Main Lines —The 
Amendments to Restrict the 
Measure Were Defeated. 


The senate yesterday, by a vote of 29 
to 6, passed the bill by Senator Ruther- 
ford extending the right of eminent 
domain to railroad companies with 
Georgia charters for the purposes of 
building spur tracks to industrial en- 
terprises, double-tracking their main 
lines, taking out curves and kinks and 
erecting terminals. 

The bill did not get through without 
considerable trial and tribulation, First 
the committee report was not in proper 
order and that carried it over for a 
day. Then the original bill was lost, 


and that came near postponing it a 
day longer, when the measure was 


finally found. 


In addition to this Senators Perry 
and Harrell kept up a stubborn fight 
against it on the ground that it was 
giving too great privileges to the rail- 
roads. | 

The majority of the senate, however, 
was for the bill throughout and voted 
down all but one of the amendments 
offered. The amendment adopted 
simply prohibited railroads from ex- 
ercising their rights under the Dill 
within incorporated cities and towns 
without the consent of the mayor and 
council. 

Eminent Domain Bill Taken Up. 

The senate, after spending an hour 
in discussing the report of the com- 
mittee on rules refusing to give pre- 
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SBA TORS NOW WRESTLING 


WITH TAX ON SODA SYRUPS 


Just what will be the nature of the 
tax to be placed upon soda fountain 
Syrups, such as coca cola and others, 
by the finance committee of the sen- 
ate, now considering the general tax 
bill, will depend largely upon the 
opinion of Attorney General John C. 


Hart, to whom the matter will be re- 


ferred by a subcommittee of three, 
composed of Senators ‘Burwell, Ruther- 
ford and Mathews. * 

In any event it is certain that the 
tax of 5 cents a gallon as passed by 
the house of representatives will be 
greatly reduced. 

The committee has before it two 
propositions, one made by Senator 
Rutherford to reduce the tax as 
passed by the house from 5 to 2 cents 
a gallon and to leave out tinctures 
and extracts, and the other offered by 
Senator Burwell, providing for a grad- 
uated tax upon the amount of business 
done, and beginning with $5 and run- 
ning up to $2,000, that is $5 on those 
doing up to $1,000 worth of business, 
$10 on those doing up to $5,000 worth 
of business, $20 on those doing up to 
$20,000 worth of business and “so on 
up to $2,000 for those who do a busi- 
ness of $900,000 or more. 

Committee Closely Divided. 

Sevén members of the committee 
voted for the Rutherford proposal, 
and seven for the Burwell proposal, 
making it a tie. Some of those sup- 
porting the Rutherforg proposal said 
they did not want to vote for it if it 
is unconstitutional, and it was for that 
reason that the question is to be sub- 
mitted to the attorney general.~It is 
still doubtful, therefore, as to which 
method will be adopted, though it was 
reported that the attorney general 
looked upon the per gallon tax as un- 
constitutional. 

Judge John S. Chandler in his argu- 
ment before the committee contended 
that the per gallon tax was uncon- 
stitutional because it was an excise 
tax. He gave his assent to the plan 
of taxing according to the amount of 
business done upon any scale which 
the committee might see fit to fix. 
The scale which the committee has 


under consideration is just double 
that which Judge Chandler proposed. 

Messrs. White, of Screven, and Hill, 
of. Monroe, appeared before the com- 
mittee and argued in support of the 
tax as passed by the house. They 
stated they were not wedded to the 
amount fixed in the house bill, though 
they considered it fair. If the com- 
mittee saw fit to reduce it, all right, 
but they held that the per ‘galldn tax 
was the only fair method and one 
which would operate on all alike. Mr. 
Hill declared they might gtave off this 
tax now, but it was coming in the fu- 
ture, he gaid, and even in greater de- 
gree than is now proposed. 

For Home Insurance Companies. 

After hearing from Mr. Ault, of Polk, 
Mr. Dean, of Rome, and W. 8. Coleman, 
of Cedartown, on the subject of taxing 
insurance companies, the finance com- 
mittee voted to amend the bill so as to 
provide that all insurance companies 
which invest as much as one-fourth of 
their total assets in taxable property 
in Georgia, shall be relieved of haft of 
the | per cent tax on gross premiums; 
and all such companies as invest three- 
fourths of their total assets in taxable 
property in Georgia shall be called 
upon to pay only one-tenth of I per 
cent upon their gross premiums. 

This is similar to the Texas law, ag 
well as to laws in many other states 
adopted for the purpose of encouraging 
home insurance companies. It does not 
increase the tax on any foreign com- 
pany, but reduces the tax on all com- 
panies which invest certain proportions 
of their assets as specified within the 
state. 

Near Beer This Morning. 

The foregoing were the only two sec- 
tions of any consequence considered by 
the committee. 

It was decided to hear from those 
opposing the Alexander prohibitton sec- 
tion, directed against near beer, at a 
meeting of the committee to be held at 
8 o’clock this morning at the capitol. 

It is understood that one of the hard- 
est and, perhaps, closest fights in the 
whole bill will come upon this section 
in the committee and on the floor of 
the senate.

As soon as the bill had been read 
Senator Perry made the point of or- 
der that the original bill had disap- 
peared and could not be found, only 
the committee substitute being on the 
clerk's desk, and in the absence of the 
original he declared the measure could 
not legally considered. 

This precipitated some wrangle and 
an effort was made to establish a 
copy of the original. Within a few 
minutes, however, the original was 
found under a flap of the clerk’s desk 
and there was nothing to interfere 
with its c¢onsideration. 

Senator Harrell then moved to post- 
pone consideration of the bill until 10 
o’clock Friday in order that it might 
be printed. He was anxious, too, to 
offer certain amendments. He said he 
was not against the Dill, but thought 
certain features of it were dangerous 
and ought to be eliminated. 

“This bill was prepared by the rail- 
roads and introduced by their re- 
quest,” Senator Harrell declared. 

The motion to postpone was lost, and 
the bill was taken up for immediate 
discussion and action. 

What the Bill Prevides. 

This bill provides that railroads 
chartered under the laws of Georgia, 
shall have the power to condemn pri- 
vate property for the purpose of 
building spur tracks to manufacturing 
and industrial enterprises; also for the 
purpose of double-tracking their lines, 
of straightening out curves and short- 
ening their lines, provided no station is 
left off their main lines, and finally 
for the purpose of constructing termi- 
nals. It is provided that eminent do- 
main cannot be exercised under this 
law without the consent of the rali- 
road commission. 

Senator Kemp offered an amendment 
providing that no railroad should be 
entitled to the privileges granted under 
this measure, unless they pay state and 
county taxes. This amendment was 
aimed at the Georgia railroad and one 
or two other lines which are now ex- 
empt from taxation under their char- 
ters. 

Argument on the Bill, 

Senator Perry then began an argu- 
ment in opposition to the bill in which 
he intimated there was a “nigger in the 
woodpile” somewhere. He declared the 
bill granted dangerous powers and 
privileges as against the people of 
the state. 

Senator Burwell made an argument 
in favor of the bill urging its nécessity 
for the commercial and industrial de- 
velopment of the state and appealed to 
the senators not to vote against the 
measure merely because it came to the 
Benate with the word “railroad” writ- 
ten on it. 

Senator Mathews declared the bill 
continued all necessary restrictions and 
safeguards for the protection of the 
public. He said the right of eminent 
domain was absolutely necessary to 
enable railroads properly to serve the 
public. 

Senator Harrell said one of the dan- 
serous provisions of the bill was that 


go through cemeteries, public or pri- 
vate. Another objection was that it 
was possible with the consent of the 
railroad commission for a railroad to 
leave any town off its main line. He 
wanted that privilege made impossible 
under any circumstances. 
Only One Amendment Adepted. 

An amendment by Senator Blackwell, 
which provides that no railroad shall 
exercise the privileges granted under 
this act within the limits of any in- 
corporated city or town without the 
consent of the mayor and _ council 
thereof, was adopted without a dis- 
senting vote. 

de nator Perry’s amendment requiring 
that all railroads exercising the priv- 
ileges granted under the act shall hold 
their charters in accordance with the 
constitution of the state\was defeated, 

The senate also defeated the Harrell 
amendment to strike out the provision 
which permits leaving off stations in 
straightening matin lines, where ex- 
pressly approved by tho ratir eom · 
mission.

UN INCOME TAX 


Senate Refuses to Make 


Resolution a Special 
Order. 


A strong effort was made in the sen- 
ate yesterday to have the resolution 
proposing to ratify the income tax 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States, made a special order for 
immediate consideration. 

Senator Perry, of the thirty-third, led 
the fight for action upon the amend- 
ment, declaring it to be his ambition to 
have Georgia the first state to act. 

The committee on rules refused to set 
it down as a special order, and the sen- 
ate voted against amending the report 
of the committee so as to include it in 
the order of business. 

It became quite apparent that there 
is a strong sentiment in the senate 
against ratification of the amendment, 
this sentiment being supposedly on the 
ground that if there is to be any in- 
come tax, Georgia should get the ben- 
efiit of it. 

When asked if he would specify ag to 
names of parties in connection with his 
charge of lobbying against the ratitica- 
tion of the amendment, Senator Perry 
said he had meant to state he had heard 
there was such lobbying. 

“I spoke rather upon guspicion and 
belief than upon actual knowledge,” he 
said. “But there is every indication 
that there has been and is lobbying 
against ratification of the Income tax 
amendment. 

The temper of the senate shows, too, 
that there is a strong fight to be made 
against it.”

“In the first flush of his success, a 
governor removed from office a rail- 
road commissioner who disagreed with 
him, and before his dying agonies 
ceased he signed in the blind fury of 
his disappointment an order removing 
another commissioner. The victim of 
that injustice will, as surely as God 
reigns, remove his persecutor from 
the -fielq of political activity. The 
rolling chair of that victim has become 
a throne. I envy him his situation, 
and if I were in his place would roll 


over this state from the Tennessee to 
the Florida line and tell the people | 
of this injustice. 

In discussing the bond deals he de- 
manded to know why Governor Smith 
did not send to the commissioner's 
office and ask his old-time personal 
friend if the rumors he had heard 
were true, instead of going the round- 
about way he did. 

In discussing McLendon’s attitude on 
port rates and the partisan spirit that 
demanded that he take a certain 
course, Mr. Ellis said it made no dif- 
ference that the other decision might 
have closed the doors: of every fac- 
tory in Macon and cauBed the grass 
to spring up in the deserted streets 
of half a dozen Georgia cities, the 
port rate advocates would have in- 
sisted on giving one Georgia city ad- 
vantages over the rest of the state. 

The committee which heard the evi- 
dence in this case had, he declared, no 
more power than fourteen posts 
chained in a row. He said a vindic- 
tive press had so distorteg the facts 
for partisan purposes that the people 
were Flven an erroneous impression. 
He told of his little boy, deceived by 
big, black scare headlines, coming to 
him. and, asking “Who McLendon had 
killed and when he was to be tried.” 

After discussing the relations be- 
tween Governor Smith and Mr. Me- 
Lendon, the speaker quoted Woolsey’s 
advice to Cromwell: Had I but served 
my God with half the zeal, I served 
my king, he would not in mine age 
have left me naked to mine enemies.” 


Persons, of Monroe. 

Mr. Persons, of Monroe, denied any 
knowledge of the opinion of any other 
member in regard to the McLendon 
case. He also denied that the charges 
under consideration were in the nature 
of an indictment. As to the probabil- 
ity of a court review, he said the leg- 
islature was the supreme law-making 
power and the courts could not go be- 
hind its judgments in this case. He 
said no man had any vested right in 
his office and no property right there- 
in. 

Violation of Constitntion. 

“The entire proceeding in this Mc- 
Lendon case violates the letter and 
spirft of the state constitution,” said 
Mr. Boyd, of Spalding the next speak- 
er. He said there was never any in- 
tention to give the governor power to 
remove an official chosen by the sov- 
ereign people and that the senate had 
already passed a bill specifically cor- 
recting the langugae as it stands. He 
sald he believed the section of the law 
under which the house was proceeding 
was unconstitutional, 

That Mr. McLendon had been first on 
one side and then on another of the 
railroad question was charged by Mr. 
Moss, of Cobb. He said Mr. McLendon 
should be permitted to resign. 

Fer Majesty of Law. 

“T am not here as an advocate of 
Mr. McLendon. but of the majesty of 
the law.” said Mr. Baker. of Lumpkin.

Had the port 
rate decision never been rendered this 
case would never have been heard of, 
he declared, and predicted that a revo- 
lution of protest would sweep over 
Georgia.

Mr. Reese. of Glynn, said impeach- 
ment proceedings provided the only 
legal method the house could pursue 
in disposing of the matter.

question was whether Mr. McLendon

New York, August §.—The profession-

lation remained distrustful of the high 
level of prices today and worked for 
reaction, as they did yesterday. Their 
operations were tentative and so cau- 
tious as to have little effect on prices 
until a bolder attack in the last halt 
hour. There was evidence of substan- 
tial realizing at some points, which had 
to be reckoned, as well as the short 
selling of the bears. Any increase .n 
the supply of stocks, from tnese causes, 
War 80 clearly overbalanced by the de- 
mand that small inroads on prices were 
made. Positive strength in other quar- 
ters served, also, as a sustaining force. 
United States Steel, in fact, rose mo- 
mentarily through its previous high

For in- 
stance, Chicago Great Western sold to- 
day at 5% after having sold last week 
as low as 1% when the holders of the 


stock were afraid that the drastic pro- 


visions of the reorganization would. in 
fact, wipe out the common stock. The 
establishment in the outside market of 
nominal quotations for the new common 
and preferred, when issued, was the 
apparent cause of the rise. The stock 
lost most of a 3-point advance later. 
There were similar but narrower move- 
ments in Western Maryland, Wheeling 
and Lake Erie and Cnicago Terminal 
Transfer, The Gould stocks rose-sharp- 
ly on renewed reports of the maturing 
of the financial plan for the different 
roads in that group. Denver and Rio 
Grande Was helped specifically by the 
news that a block of its bonds had been 
placed with a group of German invest- 
ors, and that the full operation of the 
Western Pacific line was imminent. 
This evidence of the attractiveness of 
American bond issues for foreign in- 
vestors is regarded as having an im- 
portant bearing on the prospects for 
some large new issues soon to be of- 
fered. The crop news was reassuring, 
and the call loan market rémained un- 
affected by the hardening of the time 
money, market and the gradual deple- 
tlon of bank reserves now commenced.
